Survey of State Crops 


Shows Cherries and 
Strawberries Hit 


"A-varying amount of damage 


was done to tho fruit crop of the 
state by the recent cold weather," 
says the Market Divisiv.-!; in a re- 
port today. "In the Oshkosh section 
growers report that there will only 
be 25 to 60 per cent of a ztrawber- 
ly crop wliJe the cherry crop was 
reduced 
to practically 
nothing. 


Slight damage in spot? was done to 
the cherries in the Sturgeon Bay 
section but aa a whole a normal 
crop is expected and practically a 
full crop of apples is expected." 


"In the Bayfield section no dam- 
age to cherries and apples was re- 
ported. Around Sparta considerable 
damage was done to the strawberry 
crop and growers made estimates 
on only fifteen to twenty-five per 
cent of a crop.

The question of the fanners mar 


keting their own cheese has been i 
problem that has had much though 
during the last 'few years, and no 
until recently has there ever been 
definite arrangements made wroreby 
the fanners could be represented on 
the boards having powor in the pas 
to set the price CD farm products. 


On April 20 at a meeting held in 


the capitol the producers of foreign 
cheese organized the Foreign Chees< 
Federation;- the primary object o* 
this organization being to sell the!: 
own cheese on the world markets 
It was decided that the federation 
•would not enter into the selling ent 
of the proposition during the yeai 
of 1921 but would, during the com 
ing summer months, sign up at leas' 
300 cheese factories in the distric 
so that by Jan. 1, 1922, they -would 
be able to have some definite assur 
ance of a guarantee as far as thi 
productive end is concerned. 


There has been a strong desire on 


the part of the

of marketing their cheese where 
by

would have more of a 


direct voice in determining the pric1 
from a supply and demand basis.

This i* some- 
thing that the farmers have never 
been able to accomplish before, and 
it is hoped that this arrangement 
will give farmers the immediate re- 
lief and assistance from o financial 
stand-point that they have been in 
need of. This arrangement has had 
the endorsement of the Wisconsin

The totel number of pounds of 


cheese produced in Wisconsin

1S19 was 304,901,419; total value re- 
ceived . $90,984,373.55. This amount

Wisconsin make the markets of the 
dairy products of our nation.

underweights, 


standing the expense for those chil- 
dren who could not afford to pay. 
The money obtained for this pur- 
pose was obtained from the sale of 
.Christmas seals. By February, 120 
were drinking; milk. During 
the 


four months that milk was'served, 
8,993 half pints had been consumed. 
The last weighing occurred tb< first 
week in May and SSI were still un- 
der weight, but 67 children 
who 


were underweight at the first of the 
year had regained 
their

bears are endessly tumbling over 
each other to the delight of all ob- 
servers. An unusual sight is a sob- 
er, corpulent monkey, untethered, 
out in a tree. In short, the zoo has 
DOW sources of amusement every 
time it is visited. 


Annie Catherine, the splendid ele- 


phant given to ua by the late lam- 
ented Alf. T. Ringline, is just as 
honest, droll and sagacious as when 
she cams from Coney Island three 
years ago. This 
gift

greatest 


from a non-resident, should be well 
remembered and' often called to pqp- 
ular attention, not only in apprecia- 
tion of its excellence but as a sug- 
gestion to others. 
The zoo needs 


more animals, a 
hippopotamus,

The 
zoo not only is a place of great en- 
joyment but its lessons in natural 
history are endless. 
It is a school,

supply free 25 or 30 other animals, 
elephants and what not, for a train- 
ed animal show as a novel feature 
of the zoo.

his 


ideas while abed, fatally ill, at his 
New Jersey home, in a letter to me, 
which I published after his death,

conception was admirable, his gen- 
erosity superb. 
His idea

trained animal show operated at a 
cost merely covering maintenance. 
No such enterprise associated with 
a zoo exists in this country, and that 
fact made Mr, Ringling's proposal 
notable. He felt, .and frankly said, 
that Madison seemed to be the cen- 
ter of all good things and he should 
like to have established here an en- 
terprise of the character which was 
sketched by him. 


But that is now a memory. Mr. 


Ringlinff is gone yet our deep grati- 
tude remains.

FOR BIRDS IN FALL; 
BILL IN LEGISLA TURE 


Prairie Chicken and Part- 


ridges Would Come 


Under Proposed 


Measure 


By GEORGE CROWNHART 
That the legislature will reopen 


the hunting season for prairie chick- 
en and partridges _row seems as- 
sured. 
Numerous bills with unlim: 
ited amendments have been offered 
in both houses of the legislature but 
the senate and assembly have now 
reached an agreement as basis for a 
bill which will give a short seasons 
for both birds. 


The prairie chicken season, under 


the new agreement -will he open from 
Sept 20 to 24 inclusive and the par- 
tridge season will be open from Oc- 
tober 1 to 6 inclusive. The open 
.seasons beginning this year -will be 
in alternate years so that the next 
season after 1921 will come in 1923. 
While this bill has not been passed 
by both houses, there is little doubt 
but v/hat it will be harried through 
in its new form and that Governor 
Elaine will sign the hill. 


Farmers from all parts of the 
state have protested against open- 
ing- a prairie-chicken season. Farm- 
ers claim that the prairie chickens 
are not injurious and there are still 
too few for the season to be reopen- 
ed, Ujider the compromise of open 
ing the season for gnly five days 
every odd year it is believed that 
the farmer members of the assembly 
and senate will vote for the new bill 


"We have never had so many par 


bridges in the state," said W. E 
Barber of the cor-servation commis 
sion, "as at the present time. Thi 
season.has been closed for some tim< 
now and with the birds very numer 
ous I believe that the compromise 
measure is a good bill and that th 
hunters -will be satisfied that the: 
may havo an open season every od< 
year." 


Both houses have .passed the one- 


buck law bill for Jeer. This bill al- 
so carries a change of season 
to 


November 13 to 22. This will make 
tho Wisconsin season 
conform to 


that of Michigan 
and 
Minnesota 


The bill is now in the hand of Gover 
nor Blaine and will undoubtedly re 
ceive his approval.

THE RAILROAD QUESTION

OMMENTING upon the increasingly critical railroad situa- 


tion, Mr. J. A, H. Hopkins, Executive Chairman of THE 


COMMITTEE OF 48, said: 


In discussing the many side issues relative to the railroat 


problem, we have almost lost sight of the fundamental question 
Involved, which is: 
Should our arteries of distribution, the only 


channel through which the necessities of life can reach 110,- 
000,000 people, be owned by them and administered by their 
government for serticc at cost, or should they be farmed out to 
private corporations and operated for individual profit? 
Untii 


we settle this question, it is useless to deal with its many rami- 
fications. 


"It is fnlfte to pin our faith to a settlement of the raflroad 


labor problem, involving ony 2% of our entire population, other 
than to set aside the many misstatements which have been made 
In regard to the high wages of railroad employes. Their aver- 
age wage today as determined by the Railway Labor Board is 
$1695 per annum, as against the minimum standard of comfort 
•stimalcd by the Bureau of Applied Economics at $2000., which 
Simply means that the Railway Executives, in demanding a dras- 
tic reduction, must admit that either they do not wish to pay a 
living wage or that they cannot pay a living wage and make both 
ends meet 


'It Is likewise inappropriate to depend upon any seeheme de- 


elgned to protect the interests of the stockholders, (aggregating 
Joss than 1 % of our population) for their interests are in no wise 
protected by the guarantee feature of the Esch-Cummins Law, 
under which the railroads receive 6% or more on their aggre- 
gate valuations. Contrary to popular 'belief this has no connec- 
tion with the dividends paid to stockholders. In the words of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission: This act (Section ISA) 
provides a return on the aggregate value of the property, , . 
and does not refer in any way to the rate of dividend to be paid 
by the carriers.- The rate of dividend is a matter, as it has al- 
ways been in the past, within the discretion of each individual 
road.'
